Fiuauoc and light oommitte« « of ooun 
cil talked busineHs with Judge Smith 
last night, and aftw a discnssion oou 
Ruiuiug two hoars and filled with argu 
meat which would make good reading, 
an agreement that will be embodied in 
a report to council wm reached. 
The meeting was held in the office of 
J J. Purinton, and the door was closed. 
Mr. Kent, Mr. Stewart. Mr. Challis, Mr. 
Horwell, Mr. Peake, Mr. Purinton and 
Jndge Smith were in the room when 
Mayor Gilbert, Olerk Hanley and the 
reporters approached the door. 
"Who’s there?” came the voice of 
Mr. Kent in response to the loud knock 
of the clerk. "This is a jaivate meet 
ing. I don’t know who you are.” 
The clerk explained that he had some 
papers for the committee, but it did not 
satisfy Mr. Kent, and it was not nntil 
Mr. Purinton had called ont and had 
been answered by the officials that the 
door was opened. They wen* admitted 
but the reporters were again informed 
that it was a private session. 
Judge Smith made plain the position 
of the company, and for two hours 
was discussed. Mr. Stewart still held 
to the position that the contract was not 
what the city should have, and vigor 
ously hugged the delusion that munici 
pal light could only suii essfully be ob 
tallied from a municipal plant. He was 
met by the business argument of Judge 
Smith at every turn, and figun* were 
brought out which put a different aspect 
on the tronblesome question. 
It was 
shown that Bridgeport had 99 lights at 
f76 a mouth, Steubenville 178 at #76, 
and Bellaire 78 at #86. These facts stood 
out in bold relief against some of the 
fairy figure« cjuoted so often by the ad­ 
vocate« of a municipal plant, and the 
committee« considered them seriously. 
After much discussion it was decided 
to report to council that a contract for 
10 
ye.ars, 
under 
the 
terms 
pro­ 
posed 
by the 
company, was 
the 
best possible arrangement which oonld 
at present be made. The conditions of 
the contract call for 86 lights at #80 a 
light, the city to have the privilege of 
having the price« :haiiged after the first 
three years for a period of three years, 
the rate to be decided by three arbitra­ 
tors, one selected by the company, one 
by the city, and the third by the first 
two. At no time shall the price be 
made more than the price paid the 
flmt three years. 
The same privi­ 
lege is 
made 
for 
end 
of 
the 
secxmd period. 
Council is given the 
right to add five lights at any time, and 
the company must then reduce the price 
of each light #2 a year, making the rate 
#78. On eac;h additional five there is to 
be

lights 
The city has the option of purchasing 
the plant at any time at a cash price 
to be agreed upon by three men selected 
for that purpose. The company must also 
purchase and keep cxmstautly in reserve 
60 arc dynamo, to be used only in case 
’ accident to the other machinery 
Another concession made by the com 
pany gives the city 50 incandescent 
lights free of any charge. At present 
the city uses 26 of these, and pays the 
oomiNUiy #16 a. month. The new ar 
rangement makes a saving of #860

It la Being Knlaed By Hridge Men ThU 
Afternnun. 
Several hours before daybreak this 
morning a flat loaded with 27 tons 
iron, the proptirty of the bridge 
oomi>any, went ti> the bottom of th«> 
river near the Virginia pier. 
At 1 o’clock Watchman Prudens made 
his rounds and at that time the boat 
was afloat, and apparently nothing 
was wrong. 
An hour later a tug 
boat i>a8s««d and 
caused a mighty 
swell in the river. The whwrf boat 
swayed and tossed and the timbers In 
the hold cr^ked and groaned in such a 
manner that William Pilgrim feared the 
boat would spring a leak. Until moru- 
iug. he remaiucsl awake lest the worst 
should happen. The action of the waves, 
it is thought, made an opening in the 
boat near the pier and caused her to sink. 
The iron was needed today, and early 
this mmruing effOTts were made to re- 
ctiver It. A derrick boat was towed near 
the sunken craft, and the work bi^tan. 
Each piece of iron weighs d.OOO pounds, 
and grappling hooks wer« used, to bring 
them to the surface. A line was then 
made fast, and the iron lauded. It Is 
thought It will all be recovered by to­ 
night.

George Morley died at 12 ;40 thisaftor- 
noon, after an illn*N« lasting thn» ngh 
the greater part of the y« *« r. Ijast win­ 
ter his coiistitntion, never t<x> strong, 
b« « gan to show signs of weakening. 
Bright’s disease and a complication of 
ailments made him almost an invalid, 
but he 
refused 
to 
relinquish the 
remainder of what had \n mi a busy life, 
and ofMitiiiuixi to look after his affairs. 
A few months ago he btsame vwy ill, 
but rallied sufficiently to attend to buai- 
tmss, and was in his office only a few 
days ago. Last night he was very ill, 
and expruimHi the belief to a numl» er of 
peraonal friends who call« « d that he 
would 
uevtir get well. 
Today 
he 
expresstid the d««sir«* to be taken from 
his ttxioi, and urg» si it so stixingly that 
his mm, Edward, helped him « lowii 
stairs. All the members of the family 
wt're present exc« ipt Geoige, who is in 
Elixabeth, N .J.. and they rivdiwsl the 
exertion was too much for Mr. Morley, 
but they w« *re greatly sbiwkwl when 
they reali*e« l he was dying. He expinsl 
without an effort, not btnng abl« * to n*- 
spoud to the hurri« Hl qmmtions of his 
wife and children. 
GtHATfe Morley was 1m » ni in Htaff« ird- 
shire in 1829, and was the son of Samuel 
and Hanna Morley, natives of the same 
country. He was sent to night m*h« iols 
in his « « arly youth, and when only 14 
y« ars old liegau his api>r« (ntie« mhip as a 
potter. He became very skillful, and 
thinking the United Stat« » was the 
place for a young man, Mr. M« irley 
landed in Baltinuape in 1849. Aft« ir re­ 
maining there a short time he went to 
lUinuis, where his brother hadUawttsl. 
They established a pottery in Madimm 
oonuty, and conducted the busimws until 
1862, when Mr. Morley (mme to East 
Liverpool and biok up a position with 
Ü. 8, Harker & Go. He also wwked 
f(W Woodward. Blakely & Oo. for i 
time, and in in 1868 establishtid a part 
nershlp with the late James A. G« » d- 
win and (Ahers. A small potterv was 
purchas« « d, and conducted by them for 
20 years. In 1878 Mr. Morley orgauiaied 
the Pion« M?r Pottery (minpany, built the 
plant, and managed it for five yearn 
In 1884 he pun has« « ! what was known 
as the Lincoln p« 8;tery, on Robinson 
street, and four years later his son 
George 8. Morley. betmme a partner 
the firm being known as Geca*ge Morley 
A 8ou. The business was « xmdncted 
fuooessfully fa t a time, and then he 
retired from the potting trade. In 
the spring of 1891 he was eletited mayor 
of the city and filled the office with 
cr« Mlit. At the end of the term he was 
made a justice of the p« « c« ?. which oflic«

Finance aud light committees of coun­ 
cil talked busine## w ith Judge Smith 
last night, and after a discussion con­ 
suming two bourn and filled w ith argu­ 
ment which would make good reading, 
an agreement th at will be embodied in 
a report to council wan reached. 
The meeting wan held in the office of 
J. J. Purinton, and the door was cloned. 
Mr. Kent, Mr. Stew art, Mr. Challis, Mr. 
Horwell, Mr. Peake, Mr. Irwinton and 
Judge Smith were in the room when 
Mayor G ilbert, Clerk Hanley and the 
reporters approached the door. 
W ho’s th w e?" came the voice of 
Mr. Kent iii response to the loud knock 
of the clerk. 
“ This is a private m eet­ 
ing. 
I don’t know who you are." 
The clerk explained that he had some 
papers for the committee, but it did not 
satisfy Mr. K ent, aud it was not until 
Mr. Purinton had called out and had 
been answered by the officials that the 
door was opened. 
They were adm itted, 
but the reporters were again informed 
that it was a private session. 
Judge Smith made plain the position 
of the company, and for two hours it 
was discussed. 
Mr. Stew art still beld 
to the position that the contract was not 
w hat the city should have, ami vigor­ 
ously hugged the delusion that m unici­ 
pal light could only successfully be ob­ 
tained from a municipal plant. 
He was 
met by the business argum ent of Judge 
Smith at every turn, and figures were 
brought out which put a different aspect 
on the troublesome question. 
It was 
shown th at Bridgeport had DD lights at 
$75 a month, Steubenville 178 at $76, 
and Bellaire 78 at $86. These facts stood 
out in bold relief against some of the 
fairy figures quoted so often by the ad­ 
vocates of a municipal plant, and the 
committees considered them seriously. 
After much discussion it was decided 
to report to council th at a contract for 
IO 
years, 
under 
the 
term s 
pro­ 
posed 
by the 
company, 
was 
the 
best possible arrangem ent which could 
at present be made. 
The conditions of 
the contract call for 85 lights at $80 a 
light, the city to have the privilege of 
having the pri cembali god after the first 
three years for a period of three years, 
the rate to be decided by three arbitra­ 
tors, one selected by the company, one 
by the city, and the third by the first 
two. 
At no time shall the price be 
made more than the price paid the 
first three years. 
The same privi­ 
lege 
is 
made 
for

second period. 
Council is given the 
right to add five lights at any time, aud 
the company m ust then reduce the price 
of each light $2 a year, making the rate 
78. On each additional five there is to

The city has the option of purchasing 
the plant at any tim e at a cash price, 
to be? agreed upon by three men selected 
for th at purpose. The company must also 
purc hase and keep constantly in reserve 
a 50 arc dynamo, to be used only in case? 
of accident to the other machinery. 
Another concession made by the com ­ 
pany gives the city 50 incandescent 
lights free of any charge. 
At present 
the city uses 26 of these, and pays the 
company $15 a mouth. 
The new a r­ 
rangem ent makes a saving of $860 a

SUNK A BARGE OF IRON

morning a Hat loaded with 27 tons 
of iron, the property of the bridge 
company, w ent to the bottom of the 
river near the V irginia pier.

B right's disease and a complication of 
ailments made him nlinost an invalid, 
hut he 
refused 
to 
relinquish 
the 
rem ainder of what had been a busy life, 
and continued to look after his affair*. 
A few months ago he became very ill, 
but rallied sufficiently to attend to busi­ 
ness, and was in his office only a few 
{lays ago. 
Last night he was very ill, 
and expressed the belief to a number of 
personal friends who called that he 
would 
never get 
well. 
Today 
he 
expressed tho desire to be taken from 
his room, aud urged it so strongly that 
his st«i, Fkiward. helped him down 
stairs. 
All the members of the family 
were present except Georg**, who is iii 
Elizabeth, N .J ., and they realized the 
ozertion was too mach for Mr. Morley, 
but they were greatly shocked when 
they realized he was dying. 
He expired 
w ithout an effort, not being able to ro- 
s|x>nd to the hurried questions of his 
wife aud children. 
George Morley was born in Stafford­ 
shire in IH2W, aud was the son of Samuel 
and H anua Morley, natives of the same 
country. 
He was sent to night schools 
in his early youth, and when only 14 
years old began his apprenticeship as a 
potter. 
He became very skillful, and 
thinking the U nited 
State* was the 
place tor a young man, Mr. Morley 
landed iii Baltimore in 1840. 
After re­ 
maining there a short time he w ent to 
Illinois, where his brother had located. 
They established a pottery iii Madison 
county, and conducted the business until 
1862, when Mr. Morley came to East 
Liverpool and took up a position w ith 
G. S. Harker A Go. 
He also worked 
for Woodward, Blakely & Go. for a 
time, and iii in 1858 established a part­ 
nership w ith the late Jam es A. Good­ 
win and others. 
A small pottery was 
purchased, and conducted by th*?m for 
20 year*. 
In 1878 Mr. Morley organized 
the Pioneer Pottery company, built th** 
plant, and managed it for five years. 
In 1884 he purchased w hat was known 
as the Lincoln pottery, ou Robinson 
street, and four years later his son, 
George H. Morley, became a partner, 
the finn being known as George Morley 
A Son. 
The business was conducted 
successfully tor a tim e, and then he 
retired from the 
potting trade. 
In 
the spring of 1801 he was elected mayor 
of the city and filled the offioe with 
credit. 
At the end of the term he was 
made a justice of the peace, which office 
he held at the tim e of his death. 
Mr. Morley was m arried in 1861 to 
Emma 
M. 
Beardmore, and George, 
Lincoln, 
Samuel, Edwin and Elmer 
came to bless the union. 
Although m ar­ 
ried but a few months when the call 
came for arms, he was among the first 
in this county 
to enlist, and as a 
soldier in the Third Ohio infantry, 
served 
for 
three 
months. 
He 
reenlisted 
in 
the 
Forty-third 
infantry, and was made second lieuten­ 
ant. 
He was a trusted officer aud a 
brave man. and when one who could be 
relied upon to throw the first pontoon 
bridge across the river 
at 
Peters­ 
burg was needed, 
George 
Morley 
was 
selected 
aud 
faithfully 
per­ 
formed 
the 
task, 
his men 
work­ 
ing like beavers until the bridge was 
complete. 
Over this marched the first 
Union troops to open the battle of 
Petersburg. 
Mr. Morley was at the tim e of his 
death adjutant of General Lyon post, G. 
A. R., aud a num ber of years ago wa# 
commander of the Wellsville post. 
He 
was a member of Pilgrim commandery, 
Knights Templars, having been made 
a 
Mason 
in 
W ellsville 
over 
40 
years 
ago, 
and 
has 
long 
been 
identified w ith the Odd Fellows. 
He 
was a consistent C hristian, and has 
been a member of the Methodist Protea 
taut church for many years. 
Had he 
lived until Christm as he would have 
been 67 years of age.
